The wheel Is accorded first p lace by 
Hilaire Belloc, who, in an essay with 
which he p refaces his p ictorial history 
of the vehicle, glorifies this instrument 
of man. 
The volume, which has re­ 
cently been p ublished unde;* the title, 
“The Highway and Its Vehicles," con­ 
tains more than a hundred rep roduc­ 
tions of old manuscrip t illustrations, 
p aintings, lithograp hs and woodcuts, 
p icturing the develop ment of the ve­ 
hicle from the hammock-wagon of the 
Twelfth century to some early motor 
cars, which are being raced by horses 
and even dogs. 
Wheel Man's Own Creature. 
The highway , which has so largely 
conditioned human history , was made 
by the vehicle, hut the vehicle became 
p ossible only through the creation of 
the wheel. 
In comp aring this discov­ 
ery with others of fundamental im­ 
p ortance, the author p oints out that 
fire was an existing tiling which was 
only cap tured and tamed 
by 
man, 
whereas music, p lastic art, and build­ 
ing were mimicked from nature, but 
the wheel is a work alone of man’s 
concep tion—a fact on which to nour­ 
ish his p ride. 
Aside from its original p urp ose of 
p roviding easy 
communication 
the 
wheel has lent aid to man in a multi­ 
p licity of functions: in grinding his 
corn; In turning ornaments and the 
furniture of his house; in drilling holes 
for him; in molding his clay ; In tell­ 
ing him the direction of the wind up on 
his mastheads; in lifting weights out 
of wells, and in acting as a p ulley for 
the develop ment of the earliest sail­ 
ing craft. 
Potent in Modern Science. 
From these simp lest uses the wheel 
has branched out in one direction after 
another, sup p lementing and extending 
man’s p ower, of its recent marvelous 
extension, the author states: 
“It gives us electrical energy to use; 
it transmits p ower; it keep s time for 
us; it measures all things from a map 
to the sp eed of light; it p ermits our 
curious toy s such as moving p ictures. 
It endows us with the sp ecial use of 
the gyroscop e; it drives our turbines 
by steam and water, and soon, p er­ 
hap s, by air. 
It even aids us in our 
vices, and by its imp ersonality and 
exactitude it makes our gambling 
reasonably imp ersonal."

mainland whore they cultivate planta- 
t ions. 
Have Turtle Calendar. 
“The first step toward a system of 
recording time is shown in rhe turtle 
. calendar of the Sun Bins. This con­ 
sist s of a stick worn around the neck, 
with which to ketp account of the 
time of hatching o’ the turtle eggs. 
When a turtle comes ashore to b uild 
its nest, the Indian fisherman b egins 
cutting notches in the stick until four­ 
teen days have gon<\ when he knows 
the turtle will again cores ashore to 
visit its nest and the eggs ran b e 
taken from the nest and eaten.”
